- YVhave fhown you where they began, how 
_ they came to be fo mix’d with, and riveted 
in the firft Reformation, as that they could 
never arrive to a Regulation or Alteration 
to this Day: I fhad next purfue the feveral 
_ Degrees, by which our Difputes on thefe 
 Poin:s bave arriv’d to that Heigth we have 


fince feen them at, and by which thofe 
Heigths, after having been carry’d on to 
fad Extremities on every fide, feem now 
to be brought by the Help of a gentle Goe 
vernment, enclin’d to Peace and Modera- 
tion, toa ftated fettled Point, in which 
each Party enjoys Liberty eftablifh’d by 
Treaty and Capitulation, without the Power 
of invading or encroaching upon one ano- 
ther 5 a Circumrtance which ia our unhappy 
divided State is a Blefiag, no Man can 
look back upon without Thankfulnefs and 
Joy; who can refie& upon what miferable 
Dzftruétion, our Divifions have made among 
us! —= And thus I thail bring this Head of 
Religion, jaft where [ fhatl endeavour to.

Her Succeffor, tho’ bred a Presbyterian, 
and fworn to the National: Covenant, yet 
fond of the Pomp and Splendor.of the: Re- 
gale, and reckoning himfelf in the Place of 
Gad Almighty as tothe Soveraignty of the 
Confcience, cairy’d the fevere Injun@ion of 
UnHormity to the higheft Pitch poffible.
